Thanks a mil lien for friendly words of encourage- 
dent ycu gave in your cable from Cc^*enhegexi f G3 well au fer your kind services 
in taking steps’ for i-equestod transfer of cy funds even when ycu certainly had 
many t hinge to do before yclir own departure from Stockholm, 

As instructed, x have herewith t-ncicsed a cojy each 
of ny air oail dated on March 5 and posted cn .’larch $ and ny repert to the local 
American consul, which wan transmitted to the American Legation in Stockholm cn / 
torch 11. I have aa well enclosed copies of all ether communications I made with 
you, Lord Harley, the Chief Secretary of the Government of Ceylcn, and the Swodieh 
authorities, hoping that th<$r may help clarify cy situation. 

1 am very grateful Indeed for arrangements you have 
kindly Bade for transfer of sy funds, of which X am now in great need, for I am 
afraid the money I took ashore with nyself will have run oi:t hr/ tho tint the present 
airmail roaches you. As stated in ny airmail of torch 13, I have applied, through 
the local Swedish consulate, Tot a Swedish license for release of ny \ rivate funds 
still blocked in ay account with Skandinaviska Banken, but I am still waiting for 
reply from the Stockholm authcrltiea. 

I am much surprised tc hear about your new R3olgnment 
in Copenhagen', aa I have always been hoping for direct and personal col liberation 
with you ip Japan or the Far East, after ycur requested transfer from Stockholm. 

Has ycur pfAsent asidgnuect anything tc do with tho person whe was .officially ycur 
direct chief and who eight have been acre or less prejudiced against ycu because of 
ycur ^rmpatfy for Japanese? . If such is the case, it is really n great loss to the 
cause of democracy in Japan and peace in the Pacific aa well as of the American- 
Japanese collaboration, which will be greatly promoted by personal confidence and 
Syapethf and which will be greatly hampered try personal prejudice and hatred. Though 
X aa sure you have very important mission to fulfil in ycur new post, I do hepo 
you will discharge ycur Copenhagen mission in a very short titte before ycu get new 
assignment of real importance in Japan cr the Far East, which calls for ydru sc ur~ 
gently . 

Pending your further in struct lens as to my next neve, 
I shall go on preparing myself for further trip homeward. Even if X have to leave 
harm before your instructions are received, I shall not fail tc inform ycu of any 

move X make.

vioB very successful in organizing the Russian information service of the Budapest 
General Staff.
